Peanuts are an important crop 
down South—North Carolina, Geor­ 
gia, Virginia, Alabama, Texas and 
Florida are all largo producers of 
peanuts. About a third of the pea­ 
nut crop is sold in the shell, roasted. 
Th* rest of the crop goes to fac­ 
tories where it Is worked up Into 
peanut butter, peanut oil, candy and 
cookies. And, cf course, part of the 
crop is French fried in hot oil, to 
make salted peanuts. 
The word “goober” is the African 
name for peanuts, and Africa is still 
one of the great peanut countries; 
China is another. And do you know 
that Marseilles, France, has the big­ 
gest wholesale m arket for peanuts? 
I’ve been there, and I’ve seen thou­ 
sands of tons of peanuts pressed for 
salad oil.
